Notes From D.A.

New regulations governing the 
bonding and licensing of live stock 
dealers, and dealer's agents came into 
effect on January 1. 1956. These 
regulations will become general in 
the Province on April 1, 1956. A dea- 
ler or his agent is required to carry 
his license at all times while dealing 
in livestock. 

A dealer without agents is required 
;to obtain a surety bond in the 
amount of $2,000.00. Dealers with 

‘agents are responsible at all times 
for the business conduct and finan- 
cial responsibility of their agents. 
Farmers and Ranchers should re- 
quest dealers to show their Alberta 
Live Stock Dealers License before 
selling livestock, realizing that if 
such person has no license there is 
no protection in case of default of 
payment. 

Anyone dealing or speculating in 
livestock who has not already done 
so should make arrangements to ob- 
tain their bond and license at once. | 
Full information is available at Dis- | 
trict Agricultural offices or the Live- , 
stock Branch, Department of Agri-!

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Crude Oil From The West 


To Be Piped To Calgary 


Cremona Pipe Lines, wholly-owned 
subsidiary of Home Oil, has been 
granted a permit by Alberta Minister 
of Highways Gordon Taylor to con- 
struct a 60-mile, 8°s-inch crude oil 
pipeline from the Sundre-Westward 
Ho-Harmattan area to Calgary. 

The decision came after lengthy 
hearings before the Alberta Conser- 
vation Board, which saw three com- 
panies battling for the right to pipe 
crude from the growing fields north- 
west of Calgary. 

The trunk line of Cremona will 
have an initial capacity of 18,000 
barrels daily.

{IT MAKES A DIFFERENCE 

Typical of the attitude, in many 
quarters, toward national assistance 
io agriculture in a time of difficulty 
is the contrast between two news re-

The second item referred to the 
proposal of the Federa] and Ontario 
governments to spend a much larger 
sum of public money to build sections 
of the trans-Canada gas pipeline. 
Although this plan is designed to aid 
a private corporation, largely fin- 
anced by wealthy interests from out- 
-ide the country, to establish a highly 
profitable enterprise, it was hailed 
by the newswriter as a commendable 
arrangement.

Wheat Pool the Canadian taxpayer 
will receive more benefit from help- 
ing to Keep agriculture solvent than 
he will from subsidizing big bus!- 
ness

Panogen or mercuric dust com- 
;ounds used for seed grain treatment 
shnoula be handled with great care 
or they are poisonous to animals 
and humans. Under no considera- 
10n should any treated kernals be 
permitted to mix with other grain. 
Heavy penalties are provided by law 
ior anyone delivering panogen or 
clUher mereuric treated arain to an 
elevator. Even one kernal found in 
a carload will cause the whole ship- 
ment to be condemned. 

Farmers are urged to use every pre- 
caution in cleaning their seed grain 
and are asked not to treat too much. 
It is better to treat a few extra bush- 
els to finish seeding than to have 
treated seed left over, It is also im- 
portant to clean very carefully the 
truck or granary which has con- 
tained treated seed before putting 
in fresh grain.

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WHAT YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT 


WELFARE 


The following is a summary of what may be re- 
garded as pension plans for certain categories of 
Alberta citizens: 


Old Age Assistance—Under an Agreement with 
the Government of Canada the Province has, since 
Ist January, 1952, been paying assistance up to 
$40.00 a month under a means test to persons in the 
65-69 age group who have resided in Canada for 20 
years or its equivalent. 

Fifty per cent of the assistance paid may be re- 
covered from the federal Government. 


Blind Persons’ Allowances—Pensions to the blind 
had for several years been paid under the former 
Old Age Pension Act. On 1st January 1952, a special 
Blind Persons’ Allowances Act came into effect and, 
under an Agreement with the Government of Can- 
ada, the Province continued to pay an allowance up 
to $40.00 a month under a means test to blind per- 
sons Who had attained the age of 21 years and had 
resided in Canada for 10 years or its equivalent. 

Seventy-five per cent of the allowance may be re- 
covered from the Federal Government. 


Widows’ Pensions-—Since Ist April, 1952, the 
Provinee, at its entire expense, has been paying a 
pension up to #40,00 a month under a means test to 
widows of the 60-64 age group who had resided in 
the Province for the greater portion of the three 
years prior to the date of application and had resid- 
ed in Canada for a period of 15 years or its equiva- 
lent prior to date the age of 60 years was attained. 


Disabled Persons’ Pensions—Since lst June, 
1953, the Province, at its entire expense, has been 
paying a pension up to $40.00 a month under a means 
test to disabled persons who have attained the age of 
21 years and who have resided in Alberta for the 10 
years immediately preceding the date of the appli- 
cation, 


Supplementary Allowances—<An allowance up to 
$15.00 a month is payable under a means test to Al- 
berta residents in receipt of Old Age Security, Old 
Age Assistance and Blind Persons’ Allowances, 


Disabled Persons’ Allowances—Under this Act, 
the Province pays up to $40.00 a month under a 
means test to certain permanently disabled persons 
who have attained the age of 18 years and who have 
resided in Alberta for the 10 years immediately pre- 
ceding the date of application, Half of this allow- 
ance may be recovered from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES 

These allowances have been paid in Alberta since 
1919 to any needy widow with dependent children 
according to the sehedules in effect which vary from 
$90.00 a month to $145.00 a month, A special allow- 
ance up to $10.00 a month may, in addition, be paid 
in cases where the need is apparent. 

The municipality in which the widow has acquired 
residence assumes 20 per cent of the cost of the regu- 
lar allowance, the Province paying the balance in 
addition to the special allowance, This allowance is 
payable until the child reaches the age of 16 years 
ovof 18 years if attending school and making satis- 
factory progress. 

HOSPITALIZATION FOR PENSIONERS 

Hospitalization and Treatment Services — ‘The 
Province, at its own expense, provides certain hos- 
pitalization and treatment services to Alberta resi- 
dents who are in receipt of Old Age Assistance, 
Mother’s Allowance, Widow’s Pension or Supple- 
mentary Allowance, This is also available to recipi- 
ents of Old Age Security under a means test. 

The Province pays the entire cost of the admini- 
stration of the foregoing services, 


Old Age Security—T'o persons who have attained 
the age of 70 years and have resided in Canada for a 
period of 20 years or its equivalent the Federal Go- 


vernment pays a pension of $40.00 a month without 
a means test,

NO HIDING PLACE 

The state of civil defence in North 
|America (and no doubt in Europe 
too) is bad. Those in authority are 
j worried about the fate of cities in 
; the event of an H-bomb attack, One 
|hears remarks of how one bomb 
would wreck the whole Canadian oil 
/industry, how industries should be 
| decentralized to make them less vul- 
nerable to attack, how difficult it 
| would be to evacuate mass popula- 
| tions, and so on. 

What can be done should be done. 
But the fact cannot be escaped that 
there is no protection from the H- 
bomb today. If it comes to atomic 
warfare the safety of the oil industry 
or all industry won't be important. 
It will be simply a question of brute 
survival of those who escape the 
blasts and the radiation. 

The problem is not how to defend 
oneself against the H-bomb, but to 
see that the H-bomb is never used. 
| In that connection the current ex- 
change of letters between Eisenhower 
and Bulganin is encouraging. The 
President realizes the futility of 
counting on defences against Russian 
atomic might. He feels that both 
countries must face up to the chal- 
| lenge not so much of each to the 
other but of atomic warfare to both 
of them and to all the world,
